"Howards End", first published in 1910, remains today one of the most important English novels of the 20th 
century. Along with "A Passage to India", it is. widely considered to be E. M. Forster's supreme literary 
achievement. What the renowned filmmaking team of director James Ivory, producer Ismail Merchant and 
screenwriter Ruth Prawer Jhabvala (4 Room With A View, Mr. & Mrs. Bridge) have done with this classic 
tragicomedy of manners and class is a cinematic miracle - they have tumed a great book into an even greater 
movie. Though the funny and moving 4 Room With A View was one of the surprise hits of 1986 and went on 
to win 3 Academy Awards, Howards End, with its wonderful performances, luminous cinematography, and 
surpassing style and grace, is a milestone in their artistic partnership. Powered by a dream cast, including 
Anthony Hopkins, Vanessa Redgrave, Emma Thompson, and Helena Bonham Carter, the story is set in 191 0 
England and follows the fortunes and intertwining fates of two aristocratic British families: the semi-bohemian 
Shlegel sisters, who devote their time to artistic and humanitarian pursuits; and the rich and conventional 
Wilcoxes, whose patriarch is a captain of international trade and lord of several manors. And what begins as 
a charming and witty social comedy evolves into a powerful, near-tragic tale of clashing classes. With its 
delicate mix of irony and idealism, satire and romance, Forster's symbolic meditation on the future of England 
itself is now Merchant-Ivory's sublime masterpiece.

A sensation at the recent Florida Film Festival, Lars Von Trier's 
Zentropa received the Jury Prize at the 1991 Cannes Film Festival 
and was Denmark's entry for the foreign film Oscar. This highly 
entertaining, visually stunning film is many things: it is a stylish, 
surreal thriller ofintrigue, romance, and postwar disorientation in the 
tradition of The Third Man or The Lady From Shanghai; a wry satire 
of authoritarianism; an innovative experiment in the power of film to 
control the image and the spectator; and a visionary, hypnotic journey 
into the past and future of a changing continent. It is also unlike any 
other film you've ever seen. Set immediately after WW II, the Kafka- 
esque story centers on Leopold Kessler, an American of German 
descent who ventures to Germany to take part in the rebuilding of the 
war-torn country. His bizarre odyssey brings him into contact with a 
mysterious femme fatale, American Occupation authorities, pro- 
Nazi terrorists, and a gigantic railway corporation called Zentropa. 
The film's extraordinary look is created by its superb mix of color and 
black and white, while Von Trier's award-winning cinematographers 
also fill the screen with rear projections and layers of super-imposed 
images ingeniously used for emotional impact. Much more than a 
special effects exercise, Zentropa's sinister and astonishing vision 
invites us to take a little train ride to the real twilight zone.

Rarely has a filmmaker so authentically portrayed the 
microcosm of Britian's urban underclass, but Kureishi boldly allows 
us into his characters' daily lives as they manage to survive and even 
dream of upward mobility. Driven by its Hip Hop, House, and Acid 
Jazz soundtrack and boasting terrific ensemble acting, London Kills 
Me paints a vibrant and fascinating portrait of the people, shops, 

warehouse parties, flats, and pubs that make up the fashion and 
attitude of life on the streets.

The 
title character is a lawyer, family man and 
public servant in the prime of his life who 
has just been informed he has cancer. As 
he gets on with what's left of his life and 
pursues an old dream, Magnus is sur- 
rounded by an assortment ofenchantingly 
quirky characters, including hisartist-wife 
who's having an affair; her lover who 
insists on telling him everything; his slyly 
crazy father whose property he signs away 
by mistake; and his daydreaming cabbie- 
brother-in-law who has wife trouble. Al- 
though melancholy at heart, the sweetly 
witty Magnus quietly achieves a fine bal- 
ance of local color, black humor, and 
great human warmth.
